本 ULynch dismissed a wrongful death 
action against the Taiwan govern- 
ment brought by Helen Liu，the 
idow of murdered Chinese Ameri- 
an journalist Henry Liu (Jiang 
even though the highest- 
Tanking Taiwan military intelligence 
officer，Admiral Wang Hsi- -ling had 
been convicted of the assassination. 
By his ruling，the judge effec- 
证 we Temoved the 天 MT govern- 
amnent from any legal responsibility 
ifor the acts carried out by Wang 
and United Bamboo gang member 
Chen Chi-li，who was hired to _ com- 
mit the crime， 


由 WRONG AND DISTURBING 


上 The decision is disturbing and 
Wrong on Several grounds. The fol- 
lowing facts are beyond dispute. 
LEBU was ordered assassinated by 
Admiral Wang Hsi-ling because of 
TELius writings. As the highest- 
人 anking intelligence official in the 
government， Wang recruited，trained 
and paid the hit squad，headed by 
Chen， and sent it to the home of 
IEia i Daly City，California，to 
carry out the execution on October 
15， 1984. 


In the ensuing three months，the 
RMT government vehemently denied 
Jits complicity in the case and 
frantically tried to cover up its 
linvolvement until the cover was 
blown wide open by the release of 
Chen's taped confession in January 
| 
ITIhe disclosure -unleased a storm 
全 protests，PIOovided the Darzgwaz， 
la disenafranchized opposition group 
in Taiwan，a timely and rare politi- 
cal vehicle to launch its historic 
| challenge to the legitimacy of the 
EKMT rule，and severely strained the 
Urelations between the 玫 MT govern- 
ment and the US Congress for the 
Under these circumstances， 
了 aiwan had no choice but to stage 
itwo separate trials for Wang and 
MGChen and hastily convict them for 
ithe murder of Liu to contain the 
blame So that no one higher in the 
jgovernment than Wang was impli- 
Mecated. IThis was necessary to appease 
mounting domestic and international 
pressures and Political discontent. 
UNANSWERED QUESTIONS 
TIhe trials， however， Succeeded 
ionly in partially repairing the 
idamages and left many questions 
Iunanswered， In addition to the 
iturmoil in Taiwan，the assassination 
iof Liu resulted ip both human and 


political costs in the US. 

The act inflicted sorrow and 
great hardships on the Liu family 
and cast doubt on the US govern- 
ments ability and willingness to 
protect Chinese Americans exercis- 
ing consitutional rights of free 
Speech and press. 


Secondly，the killing of Liu is，by 
any definition，an act of interna- 
tional terrorism instigated by 
high-ranking officials in the 天 MT 
government. TIhe US has a policy of 
opposing all forms of state- 
Sponsored terrorism and pledges 
to use any available means to bring 
terTorists to_ justice，regardless where 
they seek Sanctuary. 

Ironically，with the exception of

Tung Kuei-sen， the low man on the 
totem pole _ currently awaiting trial 
in a San Mateo county jail，all 
known assassins and key conspira- 
tors are in the safe custody of the 
Taiwan government and Taiwan has 
stubbornly refused “Congressional 
demands for their extradition. 
Neither the Reagan administration 
DOT Congress took Specific steps to 
help obtain justice for Henry Liu. 
Mrs. Liu's attorney，Jerome Garchik， 
Was Correct in observing in reSponse 
to _ the court's _ decision， Its Teally 
terrible that an American -citizen 
can be killed by terrorists and 
theres no legal remedy against the 
nation that aided the terTrorism.” 


_JINTIMIDATION 


Lynch's decision Trenders the 
Strong anti-terrorist pledge of the 
Reagan administration meaningless 
and leaves all Chinese Americans 
vulnerable to or unprotected from 
harrassment and intimidation by 
the Taiwan governmient. 


In fact，the failure of the US to 
take 3a forceful stand against the 
KMT government in the Liu case 
has encouraged Taiwan in the Past 
three years to expand and intensify 
its intervention，through a network 
of Social，economic，cultural and 
Political organizations it Supported 
OT Subsidized，into all aspects of 
Chinese American life. In addition， 
its activities have greatly aggra- 
vated political divisions within the 
Chinese American community. 

There is no indication that the 


KMT government has abandoned its 


long-standing policy of controlling 
OverIseas Chinese based on the Prin- 
ciple of jzs SmguIN，the Same 
policy it uses to justify the anafi- 
chronistic interventionist policy that 
led to the killing of Henry Liu. 
Thirdly， relying solely on the 
questionable findings of the Taiwan 
coOurts as "true facts”Judge Lynch 
conctrred with the Taiwan court 
that the KMT government was not 
liable _ because Wang's act was not 
part of his government responsibili- 
ties and that the Iaiwan couldnt 
have foreseen the admiral instruct- 
ing Subordinates to commit murder. 
He also accepted the position of 
the Taiwan courts that "the incident 
was 名 ly investigated” by Taiwaan 
and that "no higher-level officials 
Were aware of the plot to kill Liu,. 
and that Wang had misused his 
Powers ip ordering the murder. 


MILITARY DICTATITORSHIP 


In reaching these incredible 
conclusions， Lynch was either 
Unaware of or chose to ignore a 
38-year-long military dictatorship in 
Taiwan，the non-existence . of an 
independent judiciary，and cover-up 
Operations Undertaken by the 和 MT 
government Since Oct. 13，1984. 

Fourth，Lynch，citing the_ act of 
state :doctrine， was .unwilling to 
question the validity of Taiwan?s 
investigation and insisted that Mrs. 
Liu's 1lawyers establish Taiwan?s 
liability "based solely upon the 
findings of the ROC courts”which 
of course already absolved Taiwanl 

In other words，the US District 
Court made no effort to determine 
who in Taiwan was ultimately 
responsible for the murder. Lynch's 
decision has Prevented an indepen- 
dent pursuit of the truth in the 
Case. 

He revealed his bias when he 
wIote， "When the court considers 
the intrusiveness that would be 
involved in taking the depositions 
of the highest government officials 
of a_ friendly nation and accusing 
that nation of orchestrating 3a 
murder conspiracy and cover-up， 
dismissal is mandated." 


It is therefore wIong to conclude 


that the Taiwan .government has 
been vindicated，as Taiwan's lawyer 
John S. Martel claimed. 


This is not a_ vindication. Rather， 
it is another stonewalling to the 
quest for justice for Henry Liul 
Furthermore， it js an insult to the 
US to call Taiwan "a_ friendly 
nation'” since Taiwan has a well- 
documented history of intimidating 
Chinese Americans，TIaiwan's gov- 
ernment is clearly responsible for 
the murder of Liu.， With a "friend" 
like this，who needs an enemy. 

Lastly，there is a compelling 
reason to believe that Lynch 
wIOngly applied the act of state 


-doctrine to dismiss the wrongful 


death Suit against Taiwan. 

As Garchik noted，"The act of 
state doctrine doesnt apply to 
judicial proceedings. It applies only 
to parliamentary， military and 
executive decisions，And it doesn't 
apply when the act happens within 
US borders，but only when the act 
happens oveISeas." 


ACT OF STATE 


Lynch in fact acknowledged, in a 
Separate order on August $ this 
year，that a judicial determination 
Usually is not considered an act of 
state。 He，Said，however that this 
case Was an exception and con- 
tended that the act of state doc- 
trine must be applied flexibly. 
Whether his decision was right will 
have to be decided by the appellate 
coOUrt. 

For that matter，Lynch's interpre- 
tation of two related cases - Jiie 
V Orarge Court (198$) and Zete- 
jer 久 ， Reprblic of CHiie (1980) - 
is likewise open to further judicial 
TeView. 

In the 有 jite case the California 
Fourth District Court of Appeal 
held Orange County liable for the 
acts of its deputy sheriff，who 
while on patrol threatened to rape 
and mtrder a woman. 

In the Zetelier case，the US 
District Court for the District of 
Columbia held that Chilean govern- 
ment employees were acting within

My columnist colleasue, Serena Chen， 
hit a _ nerve when she recently wrote abhout 
guns and Asian American males. 

In an informal search，she found 3a 
numberof Asian American men who owned 
guns. She also reported 一 quoting as asOurce 
aformer gun salesman 一 thatcAsian Ameri- 
can men of all ages make up some 35 to 48 
percent ouf the customers of a popular Oak- 
land Sporting goods Store， 
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Asan Asian American male, [hnd the 
subiject fascinating 一 even thousgh [ donx 
ownagunand don'tintendto. Butitwould 
he disingenuous of me to condemn those 
who do. Thats because I harbor a slipght 
fascination with guns myself even thousgh 
L am repulsed by their ultimate Yaisom cetre 
一 that is they are weapons of death. 

You may notftmnd itallthat noteworthy 
that theres an impression that a lot of 
Asian American men Own guns. But I be- 
lieve the discussion begun by Serena has 
relevance for Asian Americans today be- 
cause its a symptom of our Place in con- 
temporary America， 

Conventional wisdom is that Asian 
American males occupy a low rung on the 
American societal totem pole. The profle 
of Asian American men goes something 
like this: We are wimpy nonsexual，non- 
threatening，passive Some of us may even 
see Ourselves that way. 

This is not a universally held stereo- 
type, as another proftle of the Asian Ameri- 
can male is at the opposite end of the 
Spectrum 一 that we are a blood brother of 
the late Bruce Lee，a tough，no-nonsense 
fght-hack kind of guy. 

An aberrant offkshoot of the Bruce Lee 
model is the Asian gang member who， the 
Stereotype has it is a ruthless coldblooded 
soOciopath who shoots to Kill， 

The Bruce Lee movies 一 whose popu- 
larity transcends racial boundaries 一 reflect 
onlya part of a bigger picture. The frenetic 
Hong Kong movie factories spin Out cheap 
kung fu potboilers by the score. Revenge 
inevitably is their common theme. 

So what we have is a mixed picture 一 
Asian American male as a wimp，or.Asian 
American male as a violent revenger， 

Unfortunately for Asian American 
men, the wimpb image prevails. .And maybe 
thats why some love their guns，
